JUDICIAL REFORM 
IS TAFT'S THEME 


awn 


Says Lawyers Should Move For 


Better Procedure. 


BASE BALL SCORES. 


UR6ES HIGHER PAT FOR JUDGES 


He Telia Lawyers at Boston That Su­ 


preme Court Jurists Ought to Re- 
coiv^za mr Year. 


Boston. Sept. I. — President Taft 
talked to th e m em bers of the Anteri 
can Bar association about arbitration, 
reform of legal proc edure, higher pay 
for judges and patent appeals 
His 
address was informal and he slipped 
from one subject Into another, speak­ 
ing as one lawyer to another. 
T h e president brietlv reviewed the 
proposed 
arbitration 
treaties 
with 
G reat Britain and France and m ade it 
plan th a t in his opinion the objections 
m ade to the treaties were invalid 
P resident Taft declared em phatically 
that there is room for Improvement In 
procedure in the federal courts, “and 
upon us,” he said, "falls the burden 
of initiating reform in that respect” 
‘‘T h# chief justice of the United Braies 
suprem e court,’’ he said. 
'has taken 
that m atter In band, with hi* assi* 
d a t e s aud the district judges, and has 
called a conference In 
Washington, 
w here they will formulate new ijile* of 
procedure.” 
T he president declared this to fie a 
great step in tin* direction of practi­ 
cal reform. 
He said that there was 
need of Increasing judicial salat ie* so 
that "the hest men of the bar" uiigtit 
be secured for the various courts. 
T h e president motored iu from Bev­ 
erly, and when he appeared In the 
convention hall he was welcomed with 
a hearty cheer No formal Introduction 
was spoken President (edward ll F ar­ 
rar, of the Bar association, one of the 
largest men at the convention, merely 
expressed hi* p u rp ose to retire lo fa 
vol of a man who was bigger than be 
in all d'tnanaions. 


Denounce Judges* Recall. 


T h e president wa* given an enthn I 
astlc reception on arrival. Previous to 
his arrival the assot lation debated at 
length a resolution 
denouncing the 
doctrine of recall of judges and urg 
log th e various sta te bar associations 
to “expose the fallacy of judicial re­ 
call.” 
P resident Taft spoke of the need for 
reform in judicial procedure 
He de 
d a r e d that the initiative should be 
taken by lawyers, and said that It al 
ways gave him great pleasure to speak 
upon 
this 
subject "from a pulpit” 
w here hts h earers would understand 
him. 
T h e resolution denouncing the prin­ 
ciple of 
th e recall of judges 
was 
adopted by a large majority. 
It de 
d a r e d that “the application to judges 
of the principle of recall would re­ 
create a judi* lary whose 
decisions 
would not rest upon the law of the 
land, but would be Influenced by tran 
sient public sentim ent, and that the 
establishm ent 
of 
such 
a 
judiciary 
would be destructive of our system of 
govern m ent.’’ 
It was voted that the president of 
the association should appoint a com­ 
m ittee 
lepieNenting each state ami 
territory "to take such steps as the 
com m ittee deemed best to expose the 
fallacies of judicial recall." 
The com mittee which drew up the 
resolution ((insisted of form er prest 
dents of the American Bar association 
and In* hided former S ecretary of War 
lacnb M Dickinson and Alton B Par 
ker, of New York. 
The 
president said th a t th ere Is 
need for advancing judicial sataiiex so 
that “the best men of the b ar” might 
tie Bemired for the various courts The 
I'nlted States circuit judges, be said. 
are not paul so well proportionately 
as 
are 
the 
I'nlted 
S tates 
district 
lodges He thought a return to the old 
system, whereby judges In different 
localities were paid different salaries, 
would be dangerous 
The salsr.es of the suprem e court 
justices (tie president said. should tie 
increased 
"I think,” said be. "that 
he salaries of suprem e court Justices 
should be pls< et! at $£5,000 a year.” 


Discusses Patent Law. 


Referring to the difficulties of the 
patent law, the president said that be 
would 
prefer to take a judge and 
make a good patent lawyer out of him 
than to take a patent lawyer and m ake 
a judge out of blin. T his sally on a 
subject that la sh ers consider most in 
fricate raised a hearty laugh 
"The use of the suprem e court In 
patent cases,’ 
he said, "has proved 
itself undesirable 
T here should he 
another court to consider pateut ap 
peals." 
Coming to the question of the pow 
er of the courts, the president s^nke 
with 
vehemence 
"T hank God,” hi 
said. "we had John Marshall and hi* 
associates to decide that the court! 
are the ultimate tribunal to make the 
laws 
that 
the 
legislature 
enact.* 
square with the constitution."

WINTER FEEDING 


OF BEEF CALVES, 


One of the best and cheapest methods 
for feeding beef calves, writes R. C. 
Forbes in the Breeder’s Gazette, is to 
let tile calves follow the cows in pas­ 
ture without any grain until early fall, 
when they are separated and the calves 
pin ceti In a small pasture by them­ 
selves and allowed to nurse night and 
morning, with what grain they w ill' 
clean up twice a day. 
The grain ra­ 
tion should consist of equal parts by 
measure of coarsely ground shelled 
I corn. oats, bran and finely chopped al­ 
falfa or clover hay. 
If plenty of al­ 
falfa hay Is at band the calves should 
have access to mangers or racks filled 
with it when the grass becomes short. 
Care should be taken in starting calves! 


on alfalfa, as tot* much of it will cause 
them to scour. 
Allow the calves to 
nurse twice per day until they are on 
nearly full speed; then let them nurse 
but once lier day for a time, a n d finally J 
Hie milk can be taken away entirely 
and no difference will be noticed in 
their gaining flesh. 
This method Is for calvin dropped 
in tile spring or summer, but fall and 
winter calves, as a matter of course, 
must 
lie 
handled 
differently. 
Such 
calves should la* put on feud just as 
soon as they are old enough to eat and 
allowed to nurse twice per day. They 
should have free access to open sheds 
in inclement weather, but should nev­ 
er be housed more than Is necessary.

BEEF PRODUCTION 


Yo*hlu M arkina in McClure’s tells* 
the following anecdote of bls literal 
mindedness- 
“At the gram m ar school I used to be

often I made an aw ful m isunderstand 
lng. 
For Instance, our r id e r s said:

To produce beef on the farm I bo- 
lleve that the farm er must raise his 
own cattle. 
There Is too much h ai­ 
ti rd in buying cattle to feed. To raise 
cattle for feeding there are three ma­ 
jor Items for consideration—first, pas­ 
ture and feed. 
These must be provid­ 
er!. writes T. G. Haney in Kansas 
Farmer. 
Pasture, when properly han­ 
dled. Is the most economical feed for 
stock and can be made to rebuild the 
soil at the same time. 
Second consideration Is the cows. 
To get together a profitable herd of 
l*M»f producing cows I believe will be 
more difficult than getting a dairy 
herd and will take longer. 
A twenty- 
rive cent pair of scales will tell you 
within a month or so after the cow 
comes fresh whether she will be a 
profitable milker or not. But with the 
beef cow the calf must be put on feed 
to determ ine whether she will be a 
profitable producer or not.

NOME CANNING OF REACHES. 
A lady living in Georgia, who signs 
herself Rob* Lombard, contributed a 
two page article to the Fruit Grower, 
published a t St. Joseph, Mo., on pre­ 
serving peaches which is of a most 
definite and practical nature. 
Several 
points in her general directions we 
condense and give for the benefit of 
readers who may not be acquainted 
with them. A fter a great deal of utudy 
and experim enting she recommends 
dipping peaches in a lye solution as 
the best method of removing the skins. 
This solution is m ade by dissolving 
one pound of 90 per cent lye In three 
gallons of water, which should be 
brought to a boll and kept there while 
the fruit is being dipped. It is best to 
put the [leaches in a wire basket, and 
they should be kept in the solution Just 
half a minute, the basket being moved 
gentry up and down to secure even ac­ 
tion on all the fruit. 
The kettle In 
which the lye solution Is bolled should 
is* of ample size. aa the solution is 
likely to boll over while the fruit Is 
feeing dipped. 
At the close of the half 
minute the [leaches should be dipped 
quickly into clean cool water enough 
times to thoroughly cleanse from the 
lye solution. 
If the fruit Is perfect 
very little paring will be necessary. 
If 
half [teaches are desired they should 
l>e cut and the pit removed at this 
point. 
If desired whole they are all 
ready for the next step. 
This Is the 
cooking, and. In the opinion of this con­ 
tributor. this Is oue of the real secrets 
of successful canning. 
She found that 
•-•Miking in a thin sirup In half gallon 
jars placed in a wash boiler for an 
hour and a half at 190 degrees gave a 
peach that was tender, yet firm. An­ 
other most Im portant step she found 
to be the complete cooling of the fruit 
ln*fore repacking in the Jars In which 
it was to tie kept. 
She found that 
when rooked In this manner und thor­ 
oughly cooled she could pack ten whole 
[leaches In a quart ja r without crush­ 
ing those at the bottom. 
The final 
"tep after repacking Is covering the 
peaches with the sirup, putting on 
covers, placing lu cold water In boller, 
bringing quickly to a boll and remov­ 
ing a moment afterw ard 
This lady 
put her [leaches up in a sirup testing 
32 degrees on a Baume sugar gauge or 
scale. made by dissolving two cups of 
sugar iii one cup of hot water. 


SAVE TH E STRAW. 
Perhaps not in a dozen years has 
the shortage of hay tieen so acute as 
now. 
This is due to two dry seasons, 
which In many sections has reduced 
the yield lier acre a half or more.

At a tim e In the season when 
the volume of the hay crop should be 
pretty definitely known these quota­ 
tions w ill lie construed by the thought­ 
ful producer as sufficient argum ent 
for putting all new straw lu the beat 
possible shape to withstand dam age 
from wet weather. 
Much of the sup­ 
ply saved eau lie used advantageously 
on the home place for roughage for 
horses not working and spick to be 
wintered, while in many sections own­ 
ers of baling outfits will lie offering 
good [trices for clean, bright straw. 
In many seasons the straw [die is too 
often viewed ms a nuisance sud in ­ 
cumbrance. 
lf pro|**rly managed this 
vear It should prove a source of [truflt

♦iou has lately complied some statis­ 
tic* relative to public highways In the

Hornet lines, lf the ruts to be 
filled are quite d«*ep, it is well to give 
the road a treatm ent within a short 
time after a rain. following this with 
a second dragging after It has arrived 
at the mealy stage.

WINTER FEEDING 


OF BEEF CALVES. 


One of the best and cheapest methods 
for feeding beef calves, writes R. C. 
Forbes in tile Breeder’s Gazette, is to 
let tile calves follow the cows in pas­ 
ture without any grain until early fall, 
when they are separated and the calves 
places! in a small pasture by them­ 
selves and allowed to nurse night ami 
morning, with what grain they will 
clean tip twice a day. 
The grain ra­ 
tion should consist of equal parts by 
measure of coarsely ground shelled 
corn. <»ats. bran and finely chopped al­ 
falfa or clover hay. 
If plenty of al­ 
falfa hay is at ha od Hie calves should 
have access to mangers or racks filled 
with it when the grass becomes short. 
( ’lire* should lie taken in starting calves 
on alfalfa, as foe much of it will cause 
them to scour 
Allow the calves to 
nurse twice per day until they nre on 
nearly full specs!; then let them nurse' 
but once per day for a time. and finally 
th** milk eau lie taken away entirely 
and n*» difference will be noticed in 
their gaining flesh. 
This method is for calvi*s dropped 
in the spring or summer, but fall and 
winter calves, as a matter of course, 
must 
be* 
bandied 
differently. 
Such 
calves should la* put on feed just us 
-M*t>u as they are old enough to eat and 
allowed to nurse* twice per day. They 
should have fr**e access to open sheds
